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1988: A Look At The Year In Review 


1988 will go into the record 
books in just a couple of days and 
the following is a brief review of 
the year as seen on the front page of 
The Elba Clipper: 


JANUARY 


January 7 - Elba mayor Bob 
English said Tuesday that he ex- 
pected to receive the deed for the 
former Gunter-Dunn building some 
time this week. The mayor stated 
the city council would seek a pri- 
vate individual to tear down the 
building or have city crews tear 
down the building and haul away 
the materials. 


January 14 - Public hearings 
began this week before the Alabama 
Department of Insurance concerning 
the controversial takeover attempt 
of National Security Insurance 
Company by a New Orleans finan- 
cier who has stated he would "fire 
all the employees except the sales- 
men” if the takeover was success- 
ful. 


January 21 - The City of Elba 
lost one of its most popular and 
prominent citizens last week when 
Maxwell Reeves, Sr., died at the 
Elba General Hospital following an 
extended illness. Reeves, age 72, 
was the former Tax Collector of 
Coffee County. 


January 28 - A 23-year-old 
Elba man was killed Monday while 
working at a construction site near 
Montgomery. Terry Wayne Wil- 
liamson, of Elba, was reportedly 
working at a bridge construction 
site on U.S. Highway 31, near 
Pintlala, when a boom fell from a 
crane he was dismantling and was 
struck the victim. 


FEBRUARY 


February 4 - The retrial of La- 
Donna Lynn Tucker, a former Cof- 
fee County resident accused of mur- 
der in connection with the 1981 
shooting death of her husband, had 
her retrial postponed last week in 
Troy and had a date of March 21 set 
for the second hearing of the case. 


February 11 - The excitement 
of falling snow, freezing rain and an 
unexpected holiday from school 
tured suddenly into shock and deep 
sadness last week as a popular stu- 
dent at Elba High School was killed 
instantly in a car-tractor trailer acci- 
dent within the city limits. Brooke 
Renee Daugherty, age 14, was 
killed when the car in which she 
was a passenger swerved on an icy 
bridge and slid into the path of an 
oncoming tractor trailer. The driver 
of the tractor trailer was uninjured, 
while the driver of the car, the vic- 
tim's brother, received serious inju- 
ries. 


February 18 - Elba football 
standout Troy Sanders made it offi- 
cial last week that he would become 
a member of the Florida State Sem- 
inoles when he signed a national 
letter of intent. Sanders was heavily 
recruited by Florida State as well as 
SEC schools Auburn and Missis- 
sippi State, but made it official 
when signed with FSU. 


February 25 - The Elba City 
Council meeting was the longest in 
months and the council chambers 
was filled because of interest in the 
case of an Elba policeman who stat- 
ed he was forced to resign from the 
force. After 20 minutes in executive 
session the council reaffirmed their 
vote to accept the resignation. 


MARCH 


March 3 - Circuit Judge Gary 
McAliley announced this week that 
he had denied a change of venue re- 
quest in the case of an Elba man 
charged in the July 4, 1987 beating 
death of an elderly Elba resident. 
Attornies for Willie Simmons Jack- 
son-(alias Billy Boy), accuséd in the 
death of Elmo Roberts, motioned 
for the change of venue, but had the 
motion denied. 


March 10 - The Coffee County 
Democratic Party will meet this 
Saturday morning in the Elba court- 
house to begin qualifying for sever- 


al county officials. The offices open 
for qualifying will be probate judge, 
all county commissioners and three 
places on the county board of educa- 
tion, 


March 17 - The Elba City 
Board of Education met last Thurs- 
day and gave approval for the Elba 
High School band to begin raising 
funds for a 1989 trip to the Baha- 
mas. Band director Gary Bradley es- 
timated the trip would cost approxi- 
mately $50,000 and stated the band 
boosters hoped to raise enough 
money so that no member would be 
left home. 


March 24 - The new owner- 
ship of Dorsey Trailers celebrated 
its first anniversary last Saturday 
with a daylong celebration at Haw- 
kins-Williams Park, in Elba. Hun- 
dreds of employees and their fami- 
lies enjoyed the games, giveaways 
and tons of free food that company 
officials provided, 


March 31 - The 1988 Little 
Miss Elba pageant was held on Sat- 
urday night, March 26, at the Elba 
High School auditorium and 
crowned as the new Little Miss 
Elba was Laura Crowe, the seven- 
year-old daughter of Mr. and Mrs. 
Nancy Crowe. A total of sixteen 
lovely young ladies competed in the 
annual event. 


APRIL 


April 7 - The Coffee County 
Grand Jury last week indicted a rural 
Coffee County man accused of capi- 
tal murder in connection with the 
March 12 s’-*"gulation death of a 
seven-year-old Enterprise youth. 
William Thomas Horstead, of the 
Shiloh Community, was arrested 
near midnight on March 12 and 
charged in the death of the child, 
whose body was found in a vacant 
lot. 


April 14 - The annual Miss 
Elba pageant was held on Saturday 
night, April 9, at the Elba High 
School auditorium and crowned as 
the new Miss Elba was Whitney 
Wise, the 16-year-old daughter of 
Mrs. Shirley Wise and the late Mr, 
Jimmy Wise. A total of seven 
young ladies competed for the co- 
veted title, 


April 21 - The 3rd annual 
Shriners’ National Spring Chicken 
Festival will be held April 23- 
May! and to help kickoff this year's 
event members of the DOER'S 
Shrine Club last week officially an- 
nounced the schedule of events for 
the annual event. Events include a 
carnival, numerous entertainers and 
countless related activities. 


April 28 - The Coffee County 
Commission met in regular session 
on Monday, at the courthouse in 
Elba, and by a vote of 4-3 killed a 
proposed $800,000 highway resur- 
facing plan outlined by the county 
engineer. Engineer Mark Pool told 
the commission that roads in the 
county were "simply falling apart" 
and recommended passage of the 
plan, but saws it fall one vote 
short.

May 26 - The Elba City Coun-

July 21 - The recent success of 
the project to restore the fountain 
located in Elba on the courthouse 
lawn was visible to all who passed 
through the city this week as the 
sight of water flowing from atop 
the fountain and spewing from the 
mouths of swans renewed a sense of 
community pride. 


July 28 - A picture on the 
front page showed two city employ- 
ees who were caught in the act of 
building a driveway on private 
property. The workers dug oul, 
framed and poured the concrete for 
the driveway. City officials at first 


denied the charge of working on pri- 
vate property, but later admitted the 
work was done by mistake and stat- 
ed the work was paid for by the 
property owner, 


AUGUST 


August 4 - The outstanding 
senior 4-H members in Coffee 
County for the 1987-88 school year 
were honored at Monday's meeting 
of the Elba Rotary Club. Named as 
the top members were Stacy Phil- 
lips, a senior at New Brockton 
High School, and Brett Bryan, a 
senior at Elba High. The local club 
annually honors the outstanding 4- 
H'ers, 


August 11 - The Elba City 
Council reported at its meeting this 
week that it was expecting a check 
in the amount of $20,000 from a 
French firm holding the lease on 
the Elba Hydro Plant, located on 
the Pea River, south of town, An 
additional $40,000 payment is ex- 
pected within 60 days. 


August 18 - Members of the 
Elba Rescue Squad are pictured on 
the front page as they prepared to 
begin the search for a drowning vic- 
tim at a private pond in the county. 
The victim, James Bundy, reported- 
ly dove into the water and swam 
two-thirds of the way across the 
pond before going under. His body 
was located shortly before nightfall 
with-the aid of hooks. 


August 25 - The voters in the 
City of Elba turned out in record 
number at Tuesday's municipal 
election and after the votes were 
counted it became evident that the 
voters would have to return for a 
runoff election to chose a mayor 
and three members of the city coun- 
cil. 


SEPTEMBER 


September 1 - The Peoples 
Bank, Elba, Alabama, has an- 
nounced that members of its board, 
including Drexel Cook, Walter Cox 
and L.B, Murphree, have former 
Peoples Bankshares, Inc. which 
will acquire 100 percent of the 
bank's stock and thereby become a 
bank holding company. 


September 8 - The Alabama 
Court of Criminal Appeals has up- 
held the sentencing of a 51-year-old 
Jack resident found guilty of sodo- 
my and production of obscene mate- 
rials. The appeals court announced 
that it had affirmed the nine year 
prison sentence of Melvin Arnold, 
as handed down by Circuit Judge 
Riley Green. 


September 15 - The voters in 
the City of Elba returned to the 
polls Tuesday and elected a new 
mayor. Fred Moore, a retired mili- 
lary sergeant, outpolled two-time 
incumbent Bob English 860-830 to 
eam the post. 


September 22 - The Liberty 
Church of Christ was the scene of a 
devastating pre-dawn fire last Friday 
morning, The building suffered ex- 
tensive damage with flames buming 
through the roof in the back half of 
the facility. The church is located 
on the Elba-Samson Highway 
about one mile south of Buck Mill 
Creek. 


September 29 - A lawsuit 
filed against four Elba school offi- 
cials has been terminated and those 
named in the suit submitted a letter 
for the permanent school board 
records denying the charges in the 
court suit. The suit alleged that 
board members met in secret with 
the superintendent to renew his con- 
tract. 


OCTOBER 


October 6 - SEABASS, in 
conjunction with its project to 
"Save The Pea River,” will offer 
river trips all day Saturday using 
pontoon boats leaving from the 
River Park, in Elba. The rides will 
also be conducted on Sunday and 
arts and crafts will be on display. 


October 13 - The Coffee 
County Commission met in regu! ar 


session on Monday and voted to 
sell the present health department 
building in Enterprise to the First 
Baptist Church, in Enterprise, for 
$80,000. The county will be al- 
lowed to remain in the building 
rent-free until the new health facili- 
ty is constructed, 


October 20 - The New Brock- 
ton City Council met on Monday 
night and voted 4-1 to elect incum-: 
bent Jim Driskell to the post of 
mayor. Driskell and incumbent 
councilman Robert Miles had tied 
215-215 in a runoff election and 
Miles later filed a challenge to the 
election, but it was dismissed and 
the council was told to chose the 
new mayor. 


October 27 - A Coffee County 
landowner who appeared at the 
Monday meeting of the Coffee 
County Commission and stated he 
would "Iet a judge and 12 men" de- 
cide whether or not he could legally 
vote in Coffee County lived up to 
his threat and this week filed suit 
challenging the removal of he and 
his wife from official county voting 
records.

Roasting Pumpkin Seeds 

Don't throw away the pumpkin 
seeds when you're baking pumpkin 
pies for the holidays. They make a 
delicious snack when roasting. 

To roast pumpkin seeds, mix 
one and a third cups of water and 
three tablespoons salt. Bring to a 
boil, then pour over one and two- 
thirds cups of pumpkin seeds, Cov- 
er, let stand at room temperature for 
12 to 24 hours, then drain liquid 
from the seeds. 

Spread seeds evenly ina 10 x 15 
inch baking dish and cook at 350 


degrees F. for 25 to 30 minutes, or 
until seeds are dry and puffed. Stir 
seeds frequently while roasting. 
Cool completely, then store in a 
tightly-covered container. Roasted 
seeds will stay fresh about 10 days. 

For a different flavor, after soak- 
ing seeds overnight, spread them on 
a baking sheet and roast at 250 de- 
grees F, for 15 to 20 minutes. 
Don't brown them, Them, melt a 
little margarine in a skillet, add the 
seeds and brown lightly while shak- 
ing seeds constantly. After brown- 
ing seeds, drain them on absorbent 
paper and sprinkle lightly with salt. 


Blended Sugar Products 

With the autumn preserving sca- 
son and holiday baking here, Coffee 
County home-makers need to be 
aware of the blended sugar products 
on the market. 

In recent months, we have re- 
ceived several! questions about 
blended sugar products, which are 
sold under various brand names. 

These questions stem from the 
fact that these products are not sug- 
ar, but are a blend of sucrose and 
dextrose, as the small print on the 
labels indicates. (Sucrose is the 
chemical name for sugar produced 
from sugar cane or sugar beets; dex- 
trose is a sugar produced from a 
com-derived product). 

In some areas, dextrose is added 
to granulated cane or beet sugar to 
create a while granulated blend that 
may be less expensive than tradi- 
tional sugar. Because dextrose is 
less sweet, blends may not perform 
exactly like sugar does in certain 
recipes. 

Unfortunately, many homemak- 
ers are buying these blended prod- 
ucts because they think they're get- 
ling pure granulated sugar (sucrose), 
These blended products are often 
found in stores in the same section 
as pure sugar. Homemakers discoy- 
er their error only upon finding a 
particular recipe has not turned out 
as expected when they use these 
products. In particular, jams, jel- 
lies, frostings, and certain baked 
goods made with blended sugar/ 
dextrose may not give the same re-

limited to resources with a value of 
no more than $4,000 per individual 
or $6,000 for couples.

Humana Hospital Unveils New Equipment 


The Department of Radiology 
staff at Humana Hospital - Enter- 
prise has unveiled more modern 
equipment -- this time resulting in 
Angiographic capabilities and, 
‘when needed, corrective vascular 
surgery. 

According to Radiologist Dr. 
Jack Anderson, shown above, 
center, with Radiology Techni- 
cians Patricia Walker and Lamar 
Sasser, the new equipment provides 
the the radiologist and surgeon with 
a "roadmap" of the body's arterial 
system. 

"With angiography," Anderson 
explains, "we inject a dye into ap- 
propriate arteries, depending on the 
patient's complaint and physician's 
diagnosis following examination. 

"The dye will show up in X-rays 
and show us where a vessel may be 
blocked. The surgeon, along with 
the radiologist, will then be able to 
determine the best corrective proce- 
dure to eliminate the blockage or 
provide some alternative relief for 


the patient." 

The contrast material, or dye, 
can be injected into various arteries. 
If the patient's complaint is with 
the lower extremities, the injection 
would probably be made through an 
artery in the groin area. 

Current procedures at Humana 
Hospital - Enterprise, for the time 
being, remain in the realm of vas- 
cular disease of the lower extremi- 
ties, abdominal aorta, carotid (neck) 
arteries, and renal or kidney disease. 

Dr. Dan Sawyer and brother, Dr. 
Sam Sawyer, both general sur- 
geons, are currently qualified in vas- 
cular surgery techniques. 

"This new capability is going to 
be a real asset to all of our physi 
cians," predicts Dr. Dan Sawyer. "It 
will aid our internists, and our urol- 
ogists, Dr. Douglas Cain and Dr. 
Luis Rivera, primarily in renal (kid- 
ney) surgery, There are many ways 
that angiography will be of value to 
the people of this area.” 

According to the Sawyers, typi- 


cal surgery performed by them will 
consist of carotid arterial surgery to 
remove blockage, abdominal aorta 
surgery for blockage and aneurysms 
(localized abnormal dilation of an 
artery), and peripheral vascular sur- 
gery of the lower extremities, 

"In correcting vascular problems, 
in some cases the artery is opened, 
blockage removed and the artery 
sewn back up," Sawyer describes 
procedurally. “In some other cases, 
we correct a blockage by grafting a 
bypass around the problem area. 
Each type procedure to be used is 
determined by the location and type 
of problem that exists.” 

Both radiologist and surgeon 
agree that for the non-professional, 
the new capability can be viewed 
simply as "making a road map of 
the arteries" and "blood vessel sur- 
gery.” The good news is that it is 
all now available at Humana Hospi- 
tal - Enterprise and no longer the 
exclusive domain of some major 
medical center in a faraway city. 


Direct Deposit Of Social Security Is Safest Method 


Direct deposit of your check into 
a financial institution is a safe and 
convenient method of receiving So- 
cial Security benefits, Jerry Kizzort, 
Social Security manager in Dothan, 
said recently. 

It is more reliable than a check. 
According to the Treasury Depart- 
ment, there is one allegation of 
non-receipt of check for every 1,087 
checks issued. With direct deposit, 
the ratio of non-receipt allegation 
drops to one out of every 8,794 
payments. 

There are 3.6 million initial 
awards each year to the Social Se- 
curity beneficiaries, Ms. Kizzort 
said. Most people who switch to di- 
rect deposit do so within six 
months of becoming entitled to 
monthly benefits. Previously, these 
beneficiaries had to contact their fi- 
nancial institution, complete sign- 
up forms, and wait until Social Se- 
curity processed the forms. 

Now Social Security beneficiar- 
ies can arrange for direct deposit 
when applying for benefits by 
providing an account statement, 
passbook, deposit slip, etc., which 
will contain the routing number of 
the financial institution and the de- 
positor account number. 

For those people already receivy- 
ing benefits, Ms. Kizzort said, di- 
rect deposit actions can be taken in 
person or based on a phone call. 


The beneficiary must furnish the 
routing number of the financial in- 
stitution and the depositor account 
number, These numbers are shown 
on the bottom of your checks or on 
your savings pass book. The ac- 
count can either be a checking or 
savings account.

Joshua's "Long Day" 
Please explain the 
"long day’ of Joshua 10. 


The “long day" of Joshua 10;12-14 is one of several miracles in the book 


of Joshua, The “long day” was a day unique in human history, as Joshua 
states, “And there was no day like that before it or after it, that the Lord hear 
kened unto the voice of man: for the Lord, fought for Israel” (vs. 14), Joshua 
and the Israelites were conquering the promised land. They had made the Gib 
conites their allies, and were called to aid them as their enemies attacked, 
Verse 11 describes how God rained hailstones down on Joshua's enemies, and 
killed more of the enemies with hailstones than the Isarclites killed with the 
sword. It was after the hailstones that Joshua “spake to the Lord,” and said, 
"Sun, stand thou still (or be silent) upon Gibeon; and thou, Moon, in the 
valley of Ajalon. And the sun stood sull, and the moon stayed, unul the peo 
ple had avenged themselves upon their enemies.” This is followed by a poct 
ic quotation from the book of Jasher, an ancient book lost to us, saying, “So 
the sun stood still in the midst of heaven, and hasted not to go down about 


the whole day.” 
This miracle is not easily explained scientifically, but we must keep in 
"The earth is the 


mind that God who created: our universe still controls it 
Lord's, and the fulness thereof; the world, and they that dwell therein’ (Ps. 
24:1). It has been objected, that if the earth were stopped in its rotation, it 
would be a great catastrophe for the whole world, But if God did stop, or 
slow the rotation of the earth, we are sure that he could have done so gradual 
ly, as the skilled driver of any vehicle does today. This miracle of God's om 
nipotence is usually explained as God slowing the rotation of the earth to the 
point it took 48, rather than the usual 24 hours, to make one complete rota 
tion, Another explanation of how God might have caused a “long day,” is 
that He might have caused the earth to tilt on its axis, so that for that day the 
sun was visible for a much longer period of time than usual. We see this 
happening today in some places near the north pole, as they have days when 
the sun shines for 24 hours. Even as far south as North Dakota, it is not un 


usual for summer days to have more than 18 hours of sunshine 


Ancient Egyptian, Hindu, and Chinese sources attest to a “long day.” 
Some astronomers also attest to the need for an "extra" day in history. We 
might visualize other ways God could have accomplished this miracle, but 
we must remember that there has never been any other day in history like it. 
It was a day when God intervened in history for His people. However God ac 
complished this miracle, it was a demonstration of His omnipotent power as 
Lord of the universe

The 
father-son farmers have "one of the finest farrow-to-finish swine operations 
in the state," says Richard Petcher, assistant county agent, The Allens also 


The Allens have a 20-sow farrow operation, and "do encounter some 
problems when they put them on peanuts to graze, They have fence to 
stretch, shelter to find, water and risks in the variability of the market and 
prices of hogs," says Richard Petcher, assistant county agent. "But the 
plusses are: good, cheap feed, the hogs root out the remaining peanuts that 
cause volunteer plants which are hosts for nematode and peanut disease, 
and the hogs are excellent at rooting out nut grass, one of the major weeds 
for which there is not an effective herbicide at this time," adds Petcher. The 
Allens attribute their success to doing most of their own work, keeping 
their soil fertile and taking advantage of opportunitics such as grazing their 
hogs on peanuts which otherwise would be wasted. Mr. Cliff farms full 
time, while his son Huey Wayne works on a job and farms weekends and 


raise peanuts and corn and graze their hogs on the peanuts left in the field.

The Coffee County Extension Service and the Coffee County 
Cattlemen's Association hosted the Auburn University, Wiregrass Bull 
Grazing Test Sale on Nov. 18 at the Farm Center in New Brockton. Fifty- 
four bulls were sold, averaging $2138. 


He said the computerized card 
‘should contain all sales transactions 
at buying points, and any market- 
ing not made through an established 
buying point should be reported 
when the card is returned. 

The peanut marketing card also 
should contain the amount of pea- 
nuts retained on the farm for seed or 
any use, "Farmers will receive a 
printout of all the marketings on 
the card and they are responsible for 
checking the printout to be sure all 
marketings from the farm have been 
properly recorded", Mr, Anderson 
said. 

The peanut support price pro- 
gram, through the poundage quotas, 


limits the number of pounds of pea- 
nuts that can be marketed by pro- 
ducers for domestic edible uses, Al- 
though, any person may grow 
peanuts anywhere in the county, 
any peanuts not marketed against a 
poundage quota for a farm are re- 
quired to be placed under additional 
loan or marketed in accordance with 
an approved ASCS for export or 
crush, 

The ASCS Official said price 
support loans will be available for 
1988-crop warchouse-stored peanuts 
from harvest time through January 
31, 1989, Loans on farm-stored 
peanuts will be available through 
March 31, 1989, 


Applications Being Accepted By 


ASCS For Farm Programs 


The Agricultural Stabilization 
and Conservation Service will be- 
gin accepting applications for the 
1989 farm programs on December 
19, 1988. The Feed, Grain, Wheat, 
and Upland Cotton programs were 
announced well in advance of the 
signup period to give farmers ample 
opportunity to make decisions on 
their 1989 grain crops, said ASCS 
Official David Eaddy. 

"Before signup begins, we are 
explaining as many program details 
to farmers as possibie so they will 
know the requirements as well as 
the benefits of these programs,” 
Eaddy said. The acreage reduction 
programs are voluntary. However,

gible for commodity loans and tar- 
get price protection, 

He said program questions most 
frequently asked relate to crop 
acreage bases, acreage reduction, 
acreage conservation reserve (ACR) 
and conserving use (CU) provi- 
sions. 

The programs call for a 10% 
acreage reduction in wheat, corn, 
grain sorghum, and barley, a 5% re- 
duction in oats and a 25% reduction 
in upland cotton. Program partici- 
pants will be required to maintain 
an ACR equal to 11.11% of their 
wheat, corn, grain sorghum, and 
barley payments acres, 5.26% of 
their oats acres and 33.33% of their 
upland cotton acres. "The maxi- 


% mum permitted acreage for wheat, 


corn, grain sorghum, and barley 
may not exceed 90%; for oats the 
acreage may not exceed 95%; and 
for upland cotton the acreage may 
not exceed 75% of the farm's appli- 
cable wheat, feed grain, and upland 
cotton base." Eaddy said farmers 
may choose to participate in the 
acreage reduction programs for any 
of the eligible crops. However, be- 
cause corn and grain sorghum bases 
and barley and oat bases are com- 
bined, participation of these crops 
is combined. Limited cross compli- 
ance will be in effect for the 1989 
wheat, corn, grain sorghum, barley 
and upland cotton. To be eligible 
for program benefits for one of 
these commodities, Eaddy said the 
acres planted for harvest on a farm 
for the other commodities may not 
exceed the crop acreage bases, The 
wheat and feed grain programs do 
not contain marketing loans; the 
upland cotton program has a mar- 
keling loan. 

The 1989 programs do not in- 
clude a paid land diversion. Eaddy 
said the 0/92 program provisions 
will be in effect for 1989 wheat and 
feed grains. This option allows 
farmers to devote all or a portion of 
their permitted acreage to conserva- 
tion uses and receive deficiency 
payments on the acreage. The maxi- 
mum acres for deficiency payments 
under this provision is 92% of the 
permitted acreage. "Deficiency pay- 
ments for CU payment acreage are 
guaranteed to be no less than the ¢s- 
timated deficiency payment rate for 
the crop." The 50/92 program will 
be in effect for upland cotton, but 
deficiency payments are not guaran- 
teed. 


Farmers who meet the feed 
grain, wheat, or upland cotton pro- 

am requirements will be eligible 
for per bushel target prices at $4.10 
for wheqt, $2.84 for corn, $2.70 for 
sorghum, $2.43 for barley, $1.50 
for oats and $0.734 per pound for 
upland cotton. Program participants 
also will be eligible for national av- 
erage price support loans at $1.65 
per bushel for corn, $2.06 for 
wheat, $1.57 for sorghum, $1.34 
for barley, $.85 for oats, $1.40 per 
bushel for rye and $0.50 per pound 
for upland cotton.

Cold weather boaters cautioned 


With the cold weather season 
rapidly approaching, Alabama Ma- 
rine Police Director William B. 
Garner cautions fishermen and hunt- 
ers who use boats to think safety 
while afloat. 

Many sportsmen take to the wa- 
ter in winter, many in remote areas 
throughout the state. Prior planning 
can help reduce injury and water re- 
lated death. 

U.S. Coast Guard approved per- 
sonal flotation devices (PFDs) are 
required for each person on board a 
boat. The importance of having 
PFDs readily available for use in 
emergencies can't be overempha- 
size, according to Garner. Flotation 
equipment is of no value to anyone 
if stored away in compartments. 
Garner recommends that PFDs 
should be worn anytime a boat is 
underway. A PFD will not only add 
additional warmth, but will provide 
an added safety factor if someone 
suddenly finds himself in cold wa- 
ter,

tential problem for winter sports- 
men. Decoys, blind material, dogs,

loading, which leads to capsizing. 

Boaters should leave a float plan 
with someone at home, Gamer add- 
ed. Let someone know where you 
will be hunting or fishing and when 
you expect to return, This will as- 
sist the Marine Police in locating 
lost or injured sportsmen. 

Avoid alcoholic beverages while 
boating in cold weather. Alcohol 
increases the chance of hypothermia 
(loss of body heat) and other hunt- 
ing and fishing accidents, Dressing 
properly for the cold can also aid in 
avoiding hypothermia. Use many 
layers of clothing and keep a dry 
change of clothes on hand. 

Alabama Marine Police offer a 
home boating course, "Alabama 
Boating Basics," which covers cold 
weather boating safety. For addi-

Survivors Should 
Apply As Soon As 
Possible For SS 


Surviving dependents of a de- 
ceased worker should apply for So- 
cial Security benefits as soon as 
possible following the worker's 
death, Jerry Kizzort, Social Security 
manager in Dothan, said recently. 

Applying promptly will allow 
benefits to start in the shortest pos- 
sible time. In addition, Ms. Kizzort 
said, some benefits cannot be paid 
more than a month before the appli- 
cation is filed. 

Social Security benefits can be 
paid to these survivors: 

*Unmarried children under 18, or 
under 19 if a full-time high school 
student. 

*Unmarried children over 18 
who were disabled before 22 and re- 
main disabled. 

*A surviving widow or widower 
of any agecaring for a child under 
16 or disabled who gets benefits. 

*Widow or widower 60 or old- 


er. 

*Disabled widow or widower 50- 
60. 

*Dependent parent 62 or older. 

Benefits can also be paid to a 
surviving divorced spouse if the 
marriage to the deceased worker 
lasted 10 years or more. Grandchil- 
dren can get benefits on a grandpar- 
ent's, or great-grandparent's record 
under certain circumstances. 

Before any benefits can be paid, 
the worker mush have had credit for 
a certain amount of work covered 
by Social Security. In 1988, the 
amount ranges from 1-1/2 to 9-1/4 
years depending on the worker's age 
at death.

Burn Permit Law Is Now 
Working Well In County 


The "Burn Permit Law" that 
went into effect in October, 1980, 
has been working well in Coffee 
County. 

There is still some confusion 
though on when a person is required 
lo get a permit. Burn permits are re- 
quired for anyone burning and area 
over 1/4 acre in size or within 25 
feet of natural combustible material 
(such as pasture or woods), 

Burn permits may be obtained 
from the District Office by calling 
toll free 1-800-922-7688, 24 
hours a day, Monday through Sun- 
day,

met to acquire a burning permit:

must have adequate tools, equip- 
ment and manpower to stay with 
the fire during the entire burning 
period, 

If all reqirements are met a per- 
mit will be issued when the follow- 
ing information is provided; land- 
owner, person responsible for 
burning, telephone number, loca- 
tion, time of burn, type of burn, 
and number of acres. The location 
needs to be the legal description, 
which can be found on deeds or oth- 
er legal papers, It can also be ob- 
tained by calling your local office 
of the Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion, This information needs to be 
on hand "before calling the district 
office", 

When a permit is issued the indi- 
vidual is responsible for keeping 
the fire confined by having plowed 
line or otherwise cleared fire breaks 
around the area to be burned, If the 
fire escaped and it is determined that 
the proper precautions were not tak- 
en, a case may be brought against 
the offender for damages and sup- 
pression cost, 

It is not the desire of the Alaba- 
ma Forestry Commission to place a 
burden on individuals wishing to 
burn, only for it to work as a valua- 
ble wildlife prevention tool.

USDA 1989 Peanut 
Recommendations 
Made For Season 


The U. §. Department of Agri- 
culture has proposed a national pea- 
nut poundage quota of 1,440,000 
short tons (2,880 million pounds) 
for the 1989 marketing year, up 
37,800 short tons (75,600 million 
pounds) from the 1988 level. The 
1989 marketing year begins August 
1, 1989. 

The secretary of agriculture is re- 
quired by law to announce the final 
national poundage quota for the 
1989 marketing year by December 
15. 

The Agricultural Adjustment Act 
of 1938 as amended, requires the na- 
tional poundage quota for the 1989 
crop of peanuts to be’ equal ‘to the 
estimated quantity of peanuts that 
will be devoted to domestic edible, 
seed and related use in the 1989 
marketing year. The quota may not 
be less than 1.100,000 short tons.

chance to pull the strings once Bill 
had "started them” almost as much 
as they contested for a turn at wind 
ing the strong cord ‘round and 
‘round the infant ball. Bill was pa- 
ticnt with the youngsters, even oc- 
casionally guiding their tiny hands 
as they held the string and made it 
go over and under, over and under 
thee growing ball.

My oldest, for instance, responds 
well to a push from me or his 
mother. Other kids I've worked with 
put sO much pressure on them- 
selves that rather than a pep talk I 
have had to calm them down. 

Observe your child and decide 
what is needed in each situation.

More than anything 
though, I've seen growth. Isn't that 
what it is really all about - a child 
learning commitment and Working 
toward a realistic goal?

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Competition - Good Or Bad? 


A leading youth psychologist 
stated that the biggest problem with 
parents pushing their kids is not 
that they push them too hard, it's 
that they are afraid to push them 
and when they do, they do it as if 
the child was an adult. 

We compete every day of our 
lives, and the ongoing battle we as 
parents face is “when is enough 
enough for our young people?’ 

I have two sons - one five and 
the other six months. This year the 
5-year-old started competing in soc- 
cer and showing lambs in 4-H com 
petition. I have really enjoyed 
watching his growing through this 
competition - the smiles, the tears - 
the whole process. 

It has not been easy for him or 
me, but certainly more fun than 
watching him lie on a couch and 
watch cartoons all the time. His 
whole attitude has changed for the 
better. 

Having been involved in some 
form of competition all my life, 
since about eight years of age, and 
having worked with kids competing 
for eight years, I've seen every ex- 
treme. 

I'ye seen parents with no sense 
of compassion and I've seen parents 
with whining "sugar-coated" chil- 
ren, 

Most young people I've observed 
that do not learn how to compete, 
how to win, and how to lose, resent 
deeply those who do. 

Therefore, we as parents must 


fight an ongoing battle as to how 
hard we are to push and how much 
pressure to apply. It's a terrible di- 
lemma for a parent who cares and 
simply wants their child involved. 

The formula I have used with 
other peoples’ children is not sim- 
ple, and it has worked pretty good 
for my own children. It is this: No 
one child can be pushed the same as 
another. No one group of young 
people can be pushed the same as 
another, 

My oldest, for instance, responds 
well to a push from me or his 
mother. Other kids I've worked with 
put sO much pressure on them- 
selves that rather than a pep talk I 
have had to calm them down. 

Observe your child and decide 
what is needed in each situation. 

In 4-H we compete quite often 
and I've seen tears, smiles, good and 
bad times. More than anything 
though, I've seen growth. Isn't that 
what it is really all about - a child 
learning commitment and Working 
toward a realistic goal? 

Coffee County 4-H clubs love 
their children - ranging in age from 
5 - 19 - and we push and encourage 
them to grow as individuals. If you 
want your child to learn and grow, 
get him-her involved in 4-H. 

Is competition good? You bet! Is 
winning the only thing? No way!

Fleet-footed Bill often was stand- 
ing within arms-length when the 
ball came down with a thud, Imme- 
diately he snatched it up and threw 
it back toward the house, near 
where Daddy waited. Back and forth 
they snatched and threw.,..as our 
eyes were fastened on the sky and 
our mouths frozen open from the 
wonder and beauty of it all, Every 
year we were convinced it had never 
been that magnificent before. ( It 
was the dream of my younger 
brothers to grow big enough to 
sling the fire ball on New Year's 
Eve with their parents and their big 
brother Bill. I was always satisfied 
to just watch in ecstasy and leave 
the daring feat to others.) 

Years when we had been able to 
build an extremely large ball it 
would last longer than we New 
Year's revelers - - and thus it was 
kept on several succeeding nights, 
or as a special, long range Saturday 
night's treat. 

The ultimate in a New Year's 
celebration when I was a child came 
when there were some firecrackers 
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in addition to the fireball. The five- 
cent package of 100 Lady Fingers 
that lucky Bill sometimes received 
from Santa Claus lasted into New 
Year's Eve; Bill always "portioned" 
them out sparingly. And although 
my brave brother at times demon- 
strated "the holding of these lighted 
firecrackers between his fingernails" 
and "the squeezing of them in the 
back to squirt the fire and explosion 
out of the front end" - - although he 
did this once in a while, he usually 
placed them one-by-one underneath 
an old can, a leaky chamber pot or a 
piece of tin - - determined to add 
some extra bang to the little punch 
they packed, 

Bill even let me and his sisters 
shoot off one of the precious Lady 
Fingers occasionally. But one year 
he rated really high with Santa and 
got a pack of the biggies, the ZE- 
BRAS, we girls knew to stand back 
and leave the shooting to Bill and 
his friend Tim; they were much too 
powerful to be set off with any sis- 
ters around, 

But whether we had firecrackers 
or only our fire ball on New Year's 
Eve - - the wonderful night always 
had to end early; we knew that Jan- 
uary first meant bringing in lots of 
wood, shucking and shelling corn 
and other chores for the coldest 
month of the year. And of course, 
we had to be feeling fit for the eat- 
ing of lots of black-eyed peas and 
hog jowl; this was important to en- 
sure a year of wealth and good luck. 
And, hopefully, the good luck 
would include a bigger crop, more 
guano sacks and an EVEN LARG- 
ER fire ball for the next New Year's 
Eve.
